Existing 
postal inadequacies are an outrage upon decent 
conditions of work, so far as employés are con- 
cerned, and a@ serious drain upon the business 
efficiency of Chicago and all who do business with 
Chicago. Our mail service is estimated to be 25 
per cent less rajid than it was a generation ago. 
This means a large money loss yearly. To get 
service, even such as we have, an unjust burden 
is placed on many large users of the mail who not 
only pay taxes and otherwise contribute to postal | 
upkeep, but provide facilities at their own expense 
to assist the postoffice to do its proper work. 

The Chicago postoffice was inadequate to our 
needs before it was finished fifteen or sixteen 
years ago. In the intervening time our business 
has increased in volume in an amount equal to 
the entire combined business of Boston, Detroit, 
Cincinnati, Kansas City, and Jersey City. We are 
trying to do our postal business with means inade- | 
quate half a generation ago in a community which 
has grown at a phenomenal rate. By one device 
or another, all costly and inefficient, we are man- | 
aging not to break down. But what a commentary 
on government standards this situation is! 

Postponing relief of such conditions is not econ- 
omy. It is inexcusable waste, a waste which direct- 
ly and indirectly has run and fs running into mil- 
lions. Chicago and the middle west demand that it 
cease. The facts, which we need not go into here, 
are before congress and the postmaster general. 
We are confident the latter will urge that proper 
action be taken upon them and we look to him for 
his emphatic indorsement of Chicago’s demand for 
immediate measures of relief.

Additional penalties of a fine of not 
more than $1,000 for failure and not 
more. than $10,000 for willful refusal 
to collect and pay the tax are pro-

Opposes Permanent
